| A way of life 


With the collapse of the 
feudal system in the late 
1860's, the islands of Japan cast 
to the wind most of the tradi- 


tional arts of hand ‘to hand \. 


aombat. 


An ordinance, prohibiting the 
samurai (knights) from wear- 
ing swords in 1871 started a 
fast decline of all martial arts, 


‘and ju-jitsu was no exception. 
Jigoro Kano, ‘who was to be- 


come the founder of judo, was 
at that time a student at Tokyo 
imperial University.\A man of 
mo sizeable physique, he found 
himself being bullied constant- 
ly by larger students. 


After hearing about ju-jitsu, 
an exercise by which a small 
man could defeat an opponent 


of herculean strength, he made 


up his mind to learn all he 
would about this form of de- 
fense. However, owing to social 


conditions at that time, most of 


the ju-jitsu masters had turned 
to other occupations, and he 
in lo- 
cating a suitable teacher. 


Finally he met Teinosuke 
Yagi,,an old master, who ini- 
tiated him in the rudiments of 
ju-jitsu, He later studied at oth- 
er schools and finally in 1882 
he established his own school 


calling it Ko-do-kan, “school to 


study the way.” 


There he taught his own ex- 
ercise; calling it judo, instead 
of Ju-jitsu. He continued to stu- 
dy at other schools to improve 
his own exercises until he at- 
tained a height unknown to ju- 
jitsu. 


Although Kano found ju-jitsu 
interesting and realized its ef- 
fective training of the body and 
mind, he did find that it was 


not devised for physical educa- 


tion or moral and intellectual 
training. It was exclusively de- 
vised for winning by most any 
means. 


By taking all the good points 
of the various schools, he added 
his own Jinnovations, and ac- 
tually founded a new system: 
for physical culture and mental 
training. This new form of 
unarmed combat was calicd No- 
dokan Judo,

than ju-jitsu and its techniques 
ju-jitsu is often violent and 
dangerous, the emphasis in 
judo is on gentleness. The word 
judo, when translated, means 
“the gentle way.” 


The Kodokan made fast prog- 
ress and won wide public rec- 
ognifion, and in 1886 it gained 
undisputed leadership in its 
field. With social conditions in 
the country improving the old 
ju-jitsu schools were making a 
comeback, and Tokyo Police 
took an active interest in the 
revival of ju-jitsu, as well as 
other martial arts. 


The new Kodokan Judo was 
the centre of attention. Every- 
one admired its slogans and 
high idealism, but its practical 
merits in coinbat were looked 
upon with doubt, and even con- 
tempt. 


The rivalry began. between 
the two arts. 

In 1886 the Tokyo Chief of 
Police arranged a grand tour- 
nament*between the two sys- 
tems. Defeat would have meant 
an end to Kodokan. 


There were 15 men picked 
for each side. Kodokan won all 
but two fights, and these ended 
in draws, This victory decided 
once and for ail the supremacy 
of Kodokan Judo, not only in 
principle, but also in technique. 


The technical formula of Ko- 
dokan Judo was completed in 
1887 while its spiritual phase 
was gradually built up until it 
was perfected in 1922. From 
there it spread all over the 
world. Today judo clubs are lo- 
cated all across Canada. 


Judo, which is actually a so- 
cial movement, carries the fol- 
lowing slogan: “Maximum effe- 
ciency with minimum effort 
and mutual welfarg and bene- 
AE ie : 

Gene Doerrsam, one of Can- 
ada’s leading judo instructors, 
summed it up by saying, “To 
know a technique is not 
cnough, but te understand it 
and its principle or philosophy, 
is the ultimate desire of the 
true judoka or student.

If the uninsured driver néglects to 
shoulder his responsibilities and fails 
to pay any judgment issued against 
him, the M.V.A.C.A. Commission will 

pay the amount of.damages to the 
innocent driver.

TREE OR TORCH? 


Canada’s tist of fire tragedies is en- 
larged each Christmas season by a 
frightening number of preventable 
mishaps. The National Safety League | 
of Canada claims these disasters could | 
be avoided by a simple set of pre- 
cautions, 

First, the 


League wares, a dry 
Christmas tree is an invitation to 
disaster. In fact, a tree that becomes 
dry enough, if exposed to flame, will 
explode, Make certain, NSL says, the 
tree is fresh when purchased, then 
stand it in water and keep the water 
replenished. Dispose of the tree as 
soon as possible after the holiday. 

If the tree is metallic, take great 
care with decorations, particularly | 
electrical ones, for a power leak; 
could burn or kill anyone who touched | 
the tree. The League advises using 
off-tree flood or spot lighting instead 
of lights on a metal tree. 

For all lights, warns the League, | 
inspect the cord regularly and re-| 
place worn ones. New strings of

| Standards Ass sociation approval label. le 
| Turn lights off at night. and when 
{ leaving the house even a short 
' time.

Finance: Minister Mitchell Sharp 
announced the tax increases, totalling 
$290-million next year, when he ‘pre- 
sented his long-awaited minibudget 
in the Commons last night. 

The revenue is needed, Mr. Sharp 
said, to cover’ the cost of the new 
guaranteed income program for 
needy old age pensioners. 

The rise in the Old Age Security 
Tax, which is collected with income 
tax, will bring in $135-million. 

The increase in the sales tax will 
yield $155-million. 

Mr. Sharp did his best to sound like 
Santa Claus handing out presents to 
pensioners. , 

“It is fitting in this Christmas 
season that we should be engaged in 
making.a major contribution to the 
comfort and dignity of our senior 
citizens,” he told the Commons. And 
he posed for a publicity picture that 
showed him in his office unpacking 
a Christmas parcel of pensions for the 
old folk. 

Mr. Sharp is bound to look more 

like Scrooge to housewives who will 
find the sales tax pushing prices 
higher next year and to the 2,300,000 
Canadians whose direct taxes will rise 
by up to $120 in 1967. 
' Old age pensions at present are 
financed in part by 4 per cent of 
taxable income up to a maximum of a 
$120 a year. Mr, Sharp plans to leave ; 
the rate the same but to double the. 
maximum to $240.
